there will be any competition, is only 
a matter of conjecture. 
Perhaps suf­ 
ficient 
unto the day is the evil 
thereof. 
Sometimes coming bodies 
like events cast their shadows before. 
The time is quite short, if anything 
is expected to be accomplished from 


all the work the gentlemen compos­ 
ing the Board of Freeholders have 
done.
